YOUNG CHIMPANZEES. 


A Spoclei of the Monkey Family TThlcli 


Closely Recemble* AlanT 


The chimpanzee ia generally ad- 


mitted to be the highest species of the 
apes, because its anatomy compares 
more favorably with that of man than 
any other of the monkey family. The 
adult measures nearly five feet ia 
hciglit. Its body is covered with long 
blackish-brown hair, which is thick 
upon the back, but scant upon the fore 
part of tho body; at the sides of tho 
hcad.tho hair is Tory long, and hangs 
down in the form of whiskers; the eyes 
aro rather small; the lips are thick, and 
admit of great protrusion. The hands 
and feet aro nearly naked, anrt the 
hairs of the forearm aro directed toward 
tho elbow. 


The chimpanzee is a native of tho 


Guinea region of West Africa. It has 
only boon within, the last few years that 
living specimens iiave been exhibited 
in this country. Our Zoological Gar- 
dens, Philadelphia, hare now two in- 
teresting individuals of this species. 
Although 
they 
are 
comparatively 


young, perhaps not older than six 
years, yet they have an extremely aa- 
liquated appearance. I heard a coun- 
tryman t,ay to a bystander that ha 
"guessed they were seventy yd^rs old, 
easy." One of them has such 'a great 
fondness for aa old blanket that he 
carries or drags it with him wherevei 
he goes. Even if he desires to climb 
to tho extreme top of his cage, the 
blanket mus>t go along, although it 
greatly retards 
his 
progress. He 


knows its use, but does not always use 
it judiciously. Thus, on an oppress- 
ively hot day ia July I have aeen hia 
reclining for twenty minutes or more, 
entirely enveloped in the blanket, with 
tho exception of his face, looking at 
the spectators with a comical and pout- 
ing expression. I saw one, when teased 
and disappointed by its keeper, throw 
itself upon the floor, and roll and 
scream 
vehemently, 
very 
like 
a 


naughty child in a tantrum. A board 
shelf was placed across their cage for 
them to climb upon. This they soon 
found could be used as a spring board, 
and nothing seems to give them more 
pleasure than, when there is a good 
audience, to steal gently to the center 
of the board, grasp it tightly with all 
'ours, and spring violently up and 
down, causing the board with them- 
selves to vibrate rapidly, and produc- 


at the same time a loud, jarring 


noise. They then seem to greatly en- 
ioy the startled and amused looks of 
the spectators. Perhaps one of their 
most numan actions is languidly to re- 
?lme, and holding a straw m one hand, 
istlessly to chow at its tip, while the 
eyes are rolled vacantly around. It 
may ba that they are then building 
"castles ia Spain." A lady observing 
a chimpanzee thus engaged, said he 
was thinking of liberty and his sunny 
lome. But I do not for a moment 
suppose ho was dreaming of and long- 
ing for his native home — the luxuriant 
and balmy forests beside the calm-glid- 
'ng Gambia — but rather saying to him- 
jelf: "Isn't it most timefor thatbossy 
md consequential cousin of mine to 
sring mo my boiled rice and milk?"

It involved an expenditure of 9*,- 
000,000, and was intended to furnish a 
harbor of refuge for the ocean-going 
trade of Ntw England. 
There were 


places where harbors to meet all the re- 
quirements of commerce conlfl b« estab- 
lished at much less cost. 
Mr. Blanchard defended the bill against 


the hostile rltlclsm, and especially ex- 
pressed his approbation ol the Item for 
the Improvement of Galveston harbor. 
No more meritorious proposition In- 
volving an appropriation was presented 
to the 
House 
than that 
for 
the 


Improvement of thla harbor. He pic- 
tured the "benefits which would Inure to 
Texas, to the Western States, and to the 
country at large, by the establishment of 
a safe and deep harbor at Galveston, and 
favored the plans of Captain Eads. If, 
with the expenditure of »6,000,000 or 
$7,000,000, a depth of thirty feet could be 
procured at Qalveston, th« people 'ol the 
United States would not pan with that 
result for »100,000,000. Referring to tha 
proposed Improvement ot the Mississippi 
Elver and the appointment ol Captain 
Kads as Consulting Fnglnsw of the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission, he read a tel- 
egram from that gentleman denying the 
statement that according to bis plans the 
work wonld cost $100,000,000, and 
stating that bis estimate had been 3SO,- 
000,000. 
Mr. Bayne opposed certain features of 


the bill, which, he declared, as a whole, 
appropriated »*,000,000 more than was 
recommended by the Secretary of War. 


Mr. Willis called attention to tfie fact 


that the Chief Engineer had stated that 
834,000,000 could be fprofltably eipeaded 
during the next fiscal year.

Commission knew they were a failure and 
the cry went up: "Help us, Eads, or we 
sink!" There was the blind faith put in 
Hads again. Tbe Commission thought 
Eads could get it oat of Its difficulty. Kuth 
was a great man, but he (Bayne) doubt- 
ed whether he was g»eat enough for that. 
Ho thought the appropriation for the 
Mississippi should be about 8200,000, lor 
the purpose of dredging only. 


Pending further debate, the committee 


rose and the House adjourned

The State Fair Meeting. 


The adjourned meeting of citizens active in 


tho matter of adopting measure* looking to 
tbe subscription of *15,000, necessary to bid 
for tbe location of the state fair In Decaturfor 
two years, -was beld at the city council cham- 
ber on Saturday evening, with Hon. A. T. Hill 
ai chairman and B. R. Montgomery as socrc. 
tary. thero were about 26 citizens present, 
and eome enthusiasm wai manifested. Chair- 
man Hill reported that seven supervisors had 
already signed tbe agreement to vote for tbe 
f 5 000 appropriation in case Dccatur captures 
tbe state show, the money to bo used in fitting 
up tbe grounds. Mr. H. believed tbat the 
board would vote for tbe 15,000 appropriation. 
Dr. Walston and Franklin Prteat, of tbe city 
council committee, reported that they bad 
thus far failed to secure any pledge from the 
aldermen as to the amount the city would sub i 
acribo toward tbo (16,000 fund. Mr. Priest did 
not think that the location of the state fair in 
Docatur for only two j ears would do anybody 
any good, except to the saloons and restau- 
rants. If permanently located here then the 
matter would be worth consideration. He 
thought tho expense for tbo returns would be 
too heavy on tho taxpayers. He declared that 
tho prohibition camp meeting brought more 
people to Dccatnr at no expense to the citi- 
zens than tho fair would. Dr. Walston an- 
swered Mr. Priest's cold water talk In a eplrlt- 
od manner, and suggested that he be relieved 
from further service on the committee. This 
brought Mr. Priost to his feel again. He said 
ho was opposed to the show for It would bene- 
lit only the hotels and restaurants and in con- 
nection with tho saloons would be a curse to 
tho town. He afterwards said he waa as much 
In favor of tho state fair as anyone, only ho 
looked at it in a different light from most peo. 
pic. Judge Huco and Mr. Hill made speeches 
strongly m lavor of capturing tho fair, and 
Indicated tho various ways In which the show 
would tienoflt the community in a financial 
sonso. Alii Muz?y also favored tho proposi- 
tion, anil suggested that now was a good time 
to flT up the grounds In decent shape. I. H. 
Mills was in favor of the lair and would do all 
ho could to secure its location here. J. K. 
»l08scr staled tbat ho had seen the state fair 
told at Decatur four years, and that he didn't 
know of any enterprise that had ovor brought 
as many people or as much money EH the fair 
did. Ho was one of those not in favor 
of building a fcnco about tho town and 
keeping tho people oui. KeforriLg to Mr. 
Priest's remark about the prohibition camp 
meeting not costing the citizens any money 
the speaker stated tbat ho now had an unpaid 
bill for something less than CuO against the 
managers of that meeting, and that ho didn't 
propose to have tho state fair stick him for 
any thing like that amount. Theo. Nelson. Capt 
Kanan.Jesao Leforgeo and John O. Imboden 
spoke in fayorof ihe fair. P. W. Halncs «ug- 
gostcd that the couuty ha'1 better flx up tbat 
shaky amphitheatre, for in case it should fall 
and malm a lot of people the damages the 
county would have to fork ovor would far ex- 
ceed tbe cost of getting the state fair. Wm. 
Voorhlea' motion tbat the different committee) 
be requc stod to be active In raising as large a 
subscription as possible was adopted when an 
adjournment wns taken until Tuesday evon- 
inif, Feb. 3, at the council chamber.

Fur cloaks are necessarily restricted, 


by their cost and the fact that they can

ble to ladies who can afford the expen- 
diture and the necessary variety.

The sets of natural 
beaver, cape and muff, arc in great de- 
mand for young ladies, but otter is 
mostly conlined to capes, bauds for 
trimming, and the like, its expense 
standing in the way of its use for more 
important purposes. Plush has had a 
great deal to do with reducing tbe 
amount of fur used, and the number of 
fur cloaks sold, its beautiful effect tu 
cloaks and as trimmings, its depth and 
richness establishing it as the only roal 
rival to fur. 
1'ur-lincd cloaks for 


wraps are, as the phrase goes, an "in- 
stitution." Ladies who go out much 
in the evening can not afford to be 
without one, while for elderly women 
who need an addition to tho animal 
warmth of their own bodies when they 
go into the cold air, there is no com- 
plete substitute. But of these there is 
nothing new to be said; they are never 
made of the richest brocaded materials, 
but always of solid Ottoman silk, gros- 
grain, satin de Lyons, or fine camel's 
hair, with black fur collar and dark 
squirrel lining in which there is as little 
•white as possible. Tho most annoying 
hing about fur-lined cloaks is the lia- 
bility of the hairs to fly from the fur. 
All fur-linings should be treated with 
naphtha before being put in, and then 
this risk would be avoided. Fur trim- 
mings are used, and evidently will be, 
as largely as ever. They are, in fact, too 
landsome and convenient to lose their 
aold on the public. This season the 
straight skirts suggest the employment 
of fur in wide bands around the bottom 
of walking dresses of velvet and vel- 
veteen, and many are thus finished. 
Coats, too, are thus bordered, the sim- 
ple lines suiting well material and trim- 
ming.

Bacteria in Bricks. 


A now danger, il is snid, has been 


discovered in sanitary organisation. 
The ubiquitus bacterium, which proves 
to bo the gertu of so many obscure dis- 
eases, has been found by M. Parize, a 
French savant, to tako up its abode in 
brick walls. 
Noticing some peculiar 


murk out the outside of the wall, he 
scraped a little offandplaced ituncler a 
magnifying power of three hundred — 
tho result of which was to show myri- 
ads of organisms moving about with 
extraordinary activity. 
It was the 


more singular that tills red dust had 
beon covered with a layer ol lime a 
quarter of an inch thick. Under the 
impression tbat the bacteriamighthave 
beon a superlioial deposit, M. Parize 
then drilled a bole into tho very center 
of the brick, and to bis great surprise 
discovered tho powdered material was 
full ot the same living organisms 
although not in such lavgp quantities 
as iu the external layer. 
To make sure 


that this was not an exceptional brick, 
he carried on his experiments (it various 
places in the walls and always with the 
same result; that the bricks were rnort 
or less 
impregnated with bacteria, 


which appear to live equally as well in 
a brick wall as in a saucer of some fer- 
menting substance.—N. Y. Observer
